Lincoln, April, 1873. 

One-seventh of our United States pop¬ 
ulation is of foreign birth, namely, five 
and a half millions, among thirty-eight 
and a half; in exact figures, 5.567,546, 
among 38,558,371. 

The foreign element is much largest 
at the North, but its distribution is al¬ 
most identical in the newer and older 
States, cn the Atlantic and on the Mis¬ 
souri. Thus the foreign percentage in 
both Massachusetts, the oldest State, 
and in Nebraska, tho youngest, is in both 
States well-nigh the same, namely, one- 
fourth. In the former, 353,129, in a 
total ©f 1,457,351 ; in the latter, 30,748 
in a total of 122,993. Yet the qualitv 
of foreigners West is, no doubt, better 
than East. Those who have least of 
pluck and purse, linger along the At¬ 
lantic as drudges, or even paupers or 
worse. But those better and better off, 
go West, become land-lords, and lords of 
the land. The first German Governor 
was elected in a State on the Mississip¬ 
pi. 

Of the 30,748 foreign-born Nebraski- 
ans, those originating in the British Em¬ 
pire are the most numerous, being 12,- 
271. Next, and almost as numerous, is 
the Teutonic element, amounting to 12,- 
026. * The Scandinavians are almost 4,- 
000, and the Sclavonians half as many. 
Of the Nebraskians, then, three-fourths 
are native American, while of the re¬ 
mainder, two-fifths are of British origin. 
The English percentage is larger in Ne¬ 
braska than in any other State except 
three. 

These figures prove that the settlers 
in the United States will form one homo¬ 
geneous people, and that English speak¬ 
ing and holding mainly to English in¬ 
stitutions. 

As they were in the beginning, so they 
nre now, and ever shall be, in saecula 
saeculot'um! Still, among the 12,304 
liomesteaders and the 13,447pre-emptors 
who, before the close of 1872, had filed 
their claims to land in the Lincoln office, I 
the names betoken very various nation¬ 
alities. So do those of the 2,325 pur¬ 
chasers who had bought 294,625 acres of 
the Burlington & Missouri River Rail¬ 
road on ten years’ credit and six per cent, 
interest. A new impulse has just been 
given to railroad sales, because on those 
anade since 1872, nothing of the prinei-, 
pal is payable until the end of tho fourth 
year, and then only one-seventh annual-

The Howard * County Record, Peru, 
Howard County, Kansas, now about on.e 
year old, is edited and printed and pub¬ 
lished by a real deaf-mute, with assist¬ 
ance of a young lady, totally deaf, but 
capable of articulating and reading on 
the lips, and who, strangest of all ('!), 
never went to school until twenty-two 
years of age. The editor and publisher 
of the Record, when a mere boy, made 
bold, in face of greater editorial brains 
all around him, to issue No. 1, and that 
was the only number that ever saw the 
light of day, of the Bookworm, a 10x6 
inches sheet, intended for the especial 
perusal of his beloved teacher. From 
the summer of 1864 till tho winter fol¬ 
lowing, he edited and published the Ob¬ 
server, at Baldwin City, Douglas County, 
Kansas, in conjunction with his fellow- 
sulferer and life-time friend, Mr. George 
W. Hollingworth, who, in 1870, went 
to that bourne whence no traveler re¬ 
turns. He acted as editor of the Deaf- 
Mute Home Circle, Omaha, Neb., while 
it was published by the semi-mute princi¬ 
pal of the Nebraska asylum for mutes 
located in that city. He next published 
the Prarie Banner at Lee’s Summit, Mo., 
a wee small print, neutral in politics and 
religion, and continued it for six months, 
under embarrassments not worth speak¬ 
ing of.

After a few stop- ■ 
pages, from want of money to continue 
his journeying, he at last arrived at Ve¬ 
nice. In this city he met a deaf-mute 
who had a wife and children.
